provisional government should he 
the nucleus of any rcorganl/ed Po- 
lish adminislnUion. 


Besides Mlkolnjeyk. other Polos 


were expected to be invited to 
participate in the reorganization, 
the Moscow dispatch said. 


Peasant-born Mikolajczyk, who 


resigned as premier of the exiled 
government last November in dis- 
appointment over its refusal to 
agree on his plans for an accord 
with

group, is known lo favor concilia- 
tion with Russia. 


The general atmosphere of op- 


timism over the Polish question 
was not shared by members of the 
Polish government in exile here, 
however.

new and broader-based govern- 
ment,

Meanwhile, the Moscow radio 


accused the exiled groups of try- 
ing to establish itself in western' 
Germany to form some kind of 
base "for their reactionary aspira- 
tions." 


Another Moscow diipalch cited 


wrilings and slatements by prom- 
inent Poles to support a belief 
that Poland was slated to occupy 
a large part of eastern Germany 
which Poles hold to be "historical- 
ly Slav land."

1940 Vichy Talks

surances were forthcoming, we 
should be prepared to negotiate 
a modus Vivendi whereby limited 
trade would have been permitted 
through the blockade by mepro- 
politan France and African terri- 
tories under 
Vichy control." 


But, Churchill continued, noth- 


ing came of these proposals, "the 
replies to our proposals were un- 
satisfactory and it soon became 
clear that Vichy was too much 
under German duress to be able to 
give adequate assurances on the 
points in question or to carry 
them out. 


"In October, 1940, an emissary 


from Vichy, who represented him- 
self as acting on the personal in- 
structions of Marshal Petain, got 
in touch with British authorities 
and was brought to London where 
he saw me and then Foreign Sec- 
retary Lord Halifax. 


"This emissary did not. how- 


ever, come with any specific mis- 
sion, and the object of his visit 
seemed primarily to gauge the 
state of opinion in this country, 
and the prospects of our conti- 
nued resistance to the enemy. 


"He brought with him no pro- 


posals .for an agreement and no 
agreement was in fact ever con- 
ducted with the Vichy administra- 
tion, either through this emissary 
or through any other channels. 


"This statement which I have 


made has reference to certain 
proceedings which are being taken 
in France against certain indi- 
viduals."

Prison Gimps Here 


on Saturday 


First Hand information on Ger- 


man prison camp atrocities will 
be brought to the people of Kings- 
ton and Ulster county Saturday 
when Congressman Leonard W. 
Hall of Nassau, recently returned 
from the European theatre of op- 
erations, will tell what he observ. 
ed during his tour of German 
prison camps. 
i Congressman Hall will speak 
before the Ulster County Repub- 
lican convention at Kingston Muni- 
cipal Auditorium at 11:30 o'clock 
and in order that people of the 
city and county may hear this re- 
port the address will be broad- 
cast over station WKNY. 


As a member of the congression- 


al committee which went to Ger- 
many to investigate prison camps 
and reports of atrocities in these 
camps. Congressman Hall visited 
many of the camps where prison- 
ers of war and civilians were put 
to death by the Nazis. He will re- 
port this first hand information 
Saturday and tell of what he per- 
sonally saw while inspecting the 
prison camps and conditions which 
are known to have existed in these 
horror centers during the war. 


Congressman Hall has had wide 


experience in legislative matters, 
having served in the New York 
legislature from 1927 to 1928 and 
from 1934 through 1938. He enter- 
ed the 76th Congress and has 
served through the 77th, 78th and 
is now a member of the 79th Con- 
gress. 
When a committee was 


named to go to Europe to in- 
vestigate the charges of prison 
camp atrocities. Congressman Hall 
was named to that committee. He 
is a member of the special House 
committee to investigate small 
business and is also a-member 
of the committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce. 


Senator Hall will begin his 


dress at 11:30 o'clock and it will 
be broadcast in its entirety.

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BEFORE BEING PRESIDENT 


President Truman is often thought to have 


been in the public eye but a very short time 
• before reaching the presidency. Actually 
there have been several presidents with a 
briefer period of prominence. Besides Tay- 
lor and Grant, successful generals who were 
little known before the wars which made 
them famous, there was Cleveland, not even 
a name to most people outside his state until 
he was elected governor of New York in 
1882, two years before his victory in the 
presidential race. 


Perhaps the prize record is Lincoln's. His 


one federal office was a two-year term in the 
House of Representatives. His >sole success 
in State politics consisted of eight years' 
service in the Illinois legislature. Nowadays 
the possession of so short a record as this 
would be used as an argument against his 
election. 


Lincoln's success, as contrasted with the 


failure of his predecessor, James Buchanan, 
with a chain of offices so long that he was 
nicknamed "The Old Public Functionary", 
shows that experience, however valuable, is 
not all that makes the man.

THE REMODELING OF A NATION 


Eleven million of our boys and girls have gone 


through the training that the Army and Navy in- 
sist is essential. I, like most parents I suppose, 
more or less took it for granted that the various 
camps got the boys ready for shooting. My own 
personal experience is with one camp only, Camp 
Sampson of the Navy, but I am impressed upon 
inquiry that although the camps vary In detail, 
they form a pattern in the rc-cducalion of a gen- 
eration. From that standpoint, they are part of 
the machinery for remodeling our nation, because 
what is done at those camps is bound to affect the 
personalities of youth even more than they them- 
selves can at present realize. 


I saw, the particular class that interests me 


leave the Pennsylvania Still ion in New Vork and 
a less appetizing body of boys 1 have never seen 
before. They were slovenly, unkempt, undisciplined. 
They were a mob. 


I saw this class of boys twice at Camp Samp- 


son during their boot training. And what caught 
my eye wns that they had ceased to Iw a mob. 
They stood out as personalities. 1 liiid imagined 
that the uniform would make these boys look even 
more like a crowd; it had just the opposite effect. 
They were standing erect: pride ot something big- 
gcr than self iiad already left its mark upon ihese 
boys. They had lost .something of the 'wisc-yuy at- 
titude that was their chief characteristic when I 
spent the waiting hours with them at the railroad 
station. 


I discussed this change in the boys with their 


chaplains who recognized in this training another 
value, namely, that thousands upon thousands ot 
American boys, particularly in the larger cities, 
had never had any contact wilh religious or even 
ethical teaching of any kind until they reach these 
camps. 
And while religious worship is not com- 


pulsory, it is at iirst something to do and in the 
end a joy and a satislaction. At Camp Sampson, 
religious services have been cultivated into a glori- 
ous experience for many boys. 


Commodore Harry A. Bait, who is in charge at 


Camp Sampson, attends the services of all faiths 
as I understand some of the boys do. And that 
must open the eyes of those who live in bigotry or 
who have pre-dispositions to suspect or even to 
hate those who differ from them. Nothing can 
break down suspicions as much as contact and 
knowledge and boys are thrown together sharply 
and without preparation 
who ordinarily never 


pvould have known each other, or even each other's 
find. No matter where or what they cornc from 
they are bunkmates and they must learn to live 
together or get into trouble. And in hoot training, 
they are all alike and all must go through the 
same mill and nobody knows who will push for- 
ward a step or even who will be killed in the first 
nay of nghtms;. They learn a lot about human 
nature in that atmosphere and I know that they 
learn a lot about themselves.

KIDNEY PAIN 


For a number of years many of us have noticed 


the illustration of a man half bent over and holding 
his hands lo the lower end of back. It is an adver- 
tisement for a kidney remedy. Unfortunalcly many, 
because of this illustration, think of the kidneys as 
low down in back instead of well up in the back 
about in line with the elbows. Pain caused by a kid- 
ney disturbance is thus directly under the forearm 
bent across the back. 


In the University of Toronto Medical Journal, 


Dr. James C. McClelland states that kidney pain is 
in the flank, that is the part of the back "between 
the lower margin of the ribs and the top part of 
the hip bone. The pain may be simply n dull ache or 
the severe pain of kidney stone colic. "The pain may 
be so severe as to double the patient up or cause 
him to roll on the lloor in agony." Also the pain may 
require an anaesthetic to give relief. The pain may 
pass from back to front and down into the groin. 


While the severe pain of colic may come on dur- 


ing sleep, it may be started In- U:= jarring of walk- 
ing and suddenly stepping down from the curb, also 
the jolting of driving on n rough road has been 
known lo start kidney colic. These jiains may last 
for twenty to thirty minutes and stop of their own 
accord. "Do not confuse kidney pain which many 
advertisements illustrate with the picture of a man 
in great distress from a pain in his lack."

him 36 hours to reach a decision. 


Buckner's proposal marked the 


first time in the Pacific an Ameri- 
can commanding general had giv- 
en an enemy leader a specific op- 
portunity to surrender. 


There are an estimated 15,000 


Japanese troops on Okinawa. 


Buckncr 
called 
attention 
to 


their hopeless plight, although a 
staff officer said the general was 
aware there was oniy one chance 
in a 100 of the Japanese com- 
mander accepting the offer. 


"You 
fully 
know the 'pitiful 


plight of your defense forces," 
Buckncr wrote the enemy com- 
mander. "You know that no rein- 
forcements can reach you. I be- 
lieve, therefore, you understand as 
cle.irly as I that destruction of all 
Japanese resistance on this island 
is merely a matter of days and 
that this will entail the necessity 
of my killing the vast majority o'f 
your remaining forces."
